Residents meet MP in protest 
over Came View development 


YOUR road could be next - that’s the warning 
from Came View residents in Dorchester fight¬ 
ing proposals from a developer to knock down 
two detached homes and build ten more on the 
site. 

At the weekend, despite pouring rain, dozens of neigh¬ 
bours turned out to meet West Dorset MP, Oliver Letwin, 
appealing for his support. 

The two houses, one on the corner and the other next to 
it, are both empty. 

An application for the ten homes was rejected both by 
the town council planning committee and West Dorset- 
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District Council, using delegated powers. Almost 200 
people had signed a petition against the proposals. 
Now the Bournemouth-based developers are appealing 
against the decision and residents are lobbying to have 
their voice heard. 

Protest organiser, Declan O’Toole, is unhappy about the 
way that has been handled. 

“The developer hasn’t said what his grounds for appeal 
are, so we are having to submit our views without being

■ WHAT do you think caused you to struggle with 
your weight? 

I have always been big, but weight seemed to get 
worse as a teenager. After discussing with a few ex¬ 
perts, it seems that my struggle was with different emo¬ 
tional times in my life, both good and bad. You could 
say that through certain periods of my life food became 
my friend and I sought solace in it. But now food is fuel 
and I only eat what I need to function. 

■ WHAT made you decide to lead a healthier 
lifestyle - was there a turning point? 

A very good friend at work left me a clipping on my 
desk advertising participation in a reality TV show for 
obese people. After sending some pictures and answer¬ 
ing some questions I was invited to a casting session 
and was then given a place on the TV show. It was a 
great experience, being tested by a team in one of the 
top sports facilities and being filmed. Unfortunately 
there was only room for 10 participants out of the 12 
of us and I was released from the programme in April 
and all the support that went with it. 

I think it was also a realisation that I could do some¬ 
thing but more than that I needed to do something. 

■ HOW did you do achieve the weight loss? 

I cut down on portion sizes and also the types of foods 
I was eating. I would scour the shops looking at all the 
food before I would buy it, checking carb sugars, fat 
content and other unnecessary ingredients 

■ WAS there a low point during the fitness/health 
regime? 

The start was very tough, the physical exercise was de¬ 
manding and the food was smaller portions and differ¬ 
ent than I was used to, but the low point was after 
steadily losing weight I ended up putting over half a 
stone on in one weekend, after bingeing on fruit. The 
weight came off in the week that followed but it was 
quite upsetting 



■ WHAT was the high point? 

The high point is seeing people for the first time since 
losing the weight and also losing 18 inches from my 
waist and taking clothes from the rail in the shops, but 
there are more high points to come, including finding 
love.

■ HOW has it changed your life? 

lama totally different person, I can walk long distances 
and also do more physical things than I used to but 
doing normal things like sitting in a normal car or the 
chair at a hairdressers, these things are brilliant. 

I feel more alive and feel that I can take on the world 
every day now, my life has started again. 

■ WHAT do your friends and family think? 

My friends all mention that they like the new me, they 
all comment on how well I look. My family are happier 
and were worried about my health, but do not worry 
now. 

■ WHAT are your tips for anyone wanting to get 
healthy? 

Look at what you are doing in your life. Think about 
what it is that you want and be positive about the fact 
that you can achieve it. I started out a bit daunted but I 
have believed in myself and this has pushed me for¬ 
ward. You will find it hard to start with but it gets easier 
and it will be fun! 

■ HOW important is your time in the air cadets to 
you? 

My time tin the air cadets brought me discipline and 
also comradeship. This has helped me in my lifestyle 
change as I have had some support from the leisure 
centre and also from my trainer but the majority of the 
work I have had to do myself and have had to pull it out 
of the bag. These attributes I gained from the cadets has 
helped immensely. 

■ WHO would play you in the movie of your life? 

I think that I would like to be played by John Goodman 
as I feel we have similar mannerisms, although he 
would have to slim down a bit for the last bit of the 
movie ha ha! 

■ DO you have a hero, living or dead? 

I think that there have been many strong people in his¬ 
tory and I think that Scott and his team when they went 
to the Antarctic, with the little equipment that they had, 
that took a special kind of person.

A DECISION was due to be made yesterday (Wednesday 
) about the future of Dorchester’s Douglas Jackman care 
home. 

Dorset County councillors are being told that the home 
would need too much spent on improvements to make the 
12-single bedroomed home viable. 

Instead they propose to close the property and move res¬ 
idents to other accommodation. The future of the home’s 
40 staff will be decided through consultation over the 
coming months. Residents and their families will also be 
consulted about the proposed closure. 

Dorset County Council’s cabinet member for adult so¬ 
cial care Andrew Cattaway said it was hoped that the ma¬ 
jority could be moved to sheltered accommodation in the 
community . 

“This approach is also in line with the government’s 
guidelines for providing the best possible care and is also

The council will explore 
options for alternative supported individual housing for 
the residents as part of the review, and look at suitable 
local residential homes for the people who would strug¬ 
gle to live independently.” 

'Meaningful' consultation 
Branch secretary for the GMB Union Gary Pattison 
said that the consultation process must be ‘meaningful’ 
and that the council listen to the views of staff. 

“It is very often the people who actually work at these 
places who have the best knowledge of what’s going on 
and are in the best position to give their views on how 
best to make savings.” 



The latest Care Quality Commission inspection report 
on the home, made in April 2012, shows that it meets all 
the standards required of it with no issues or concerns 
raised by the Commission’s inspection team. 

Road deaths 
in Dorset are 
up by a third 

ROAD deaths in Dorset have increased by a third - year 
on year. 

Twenty five were killed in 2012, compared to 19 in 
2011 - but the figures are less than ten years previously 
when 52 died. 

Police traffic Inspector Matt Butler said his crews are 
passionate about reducing the numbers. 

"These are not just statistics - these are real people 
who have been killed or seriously injured." 

He says there is no obvious reason to explain the in¬ 
crease but the Dorset increase follows the national 
trend. 

Part of the process to reduce the figures includes ses¬ 
sions in schools aimed at pupils who might be about to 
start using scooters or mopeds, Bike Safe courses for 
motorcyclists 

Amongst the most simple advice police officers offer 
is for drivers to allow themselves plenty of time for their 
trips. It is often drivers who are rushing to make up for 
'lost'time who are involved in accidents together with 
more obvious causes such as drink or drug driving and 
driving while using a phone.

THE SOCIETY of Dorset Men has 
published its 104th Dorset Year 
Book. 

It includes 120 pages of historical 
and topical articles on the life and 
times of Dorset people, events, 
towns and villages as well as a selec¬ 
tion of interesting photographs and 
illustrations. 

Among this year’s content is Roy 
Martin talking about how Weymouth 
came to resemble a French town 
after receiving 30,000 refugee evac¬ 
uees from the Channel Islands and 
France in 1940. 

Also from 1940 is an incident re¬ 
lated by Colin Churchill who said his 
mother threw a bag of flour over 
troops carrying out exercises in 
Monmouth Road, Dorchester. He 
said it was “scary times but incidents 


like this showed the British sense of 
humour”! 

Lieutenant Commander Suzi 
Nielsen RN reports on a year in the 
life of HMS Portland. Currently on 
sea trials after an extensive overhaul 
at Rosyth, her new captain is Com¬ 
mander Sarah West RN, the first 
woman to command a major war¬ 
ship. She was a guest at The Society 
of Dorset Men’s county dinner last 
October. 

Dorset High Sheriff Jeremy Pope 
talks about the Olympics. He said: 
“My first sentiments are of dazed 
disbelief. The seven years since the 
awarding of the Games has flown 
by." 

Elsewhere Trevor Vacher-Dean ap¬ 
plauds the work of the Roving Press, 
based in Frampton, which has pub¬

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Mental health ward closed 
after quality inspection

A SECURE ward offering mental health care at 
Forston has been closed following a Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission inspection. 

The Trust which runs the unit, on the perimeter of the 
former Herrison Psychiatric Hospital site, at Charlton 
Down north of Dorchester, say patients were moved out 
and the Minterne Ward closed while facilities are im¬ 
proved. 

The Care Quality Commission inspection, which took 
place in November, prompted the decision but is not yet 
available to the public. It followed a routine inspection 
in January 2012 which raised some concerns and called 
for a number of actions to be taken. 

Director of mental health services, James Barton said: 
“The Minterne Ward at the Forston Clinic has been tem¬ 
porarily closed to admissions while the trust invests in 
upgrading the ward environment. 

Those at the unit have been moved to St Ann’s Hospital 
in Poole and small units in Weymouth. 

The CQC report, published in March, said improve¬ 
ments were required in several areas, including standards 
of caring for people safely and treating them with respect 

There was also concern about the skill mix of staff and 
level of administrative support. 


Two bikes stolen 

TWO bicycles have been stolen from Poets Way, op¬ 
posite Dorchester’s South Rail station, during the 
evening and night of Thursday 3rd and Friday, Janu¬ 
ary 4th. 

Police say both bikes had been left inside a commu¬ 
nal entrance to blocks of flats and had been insecure 
at the time of the offence. Another mountain bike was 
stolen from Holmead Walk between 8.20am and 
8.40am on Wednesday, January 9th.

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Other concerns include the privacy of some bedrooms, 
orange-coloured water in some areas because of rust in 
the pipes, and segregation between male and female 
areas. 

But despite the criticism the CQC report says: “Patients 
we spoke with felt involved in discussions about their 
care and treatment. They told us that staff were courteous 
and polite and maintained their privacy. They told us the 
care and treatment was good and was helping them. 

“Most patients on Minterne Ward were detained under 
the Mental Health Act. Those we spoke with understood 
their detention arrangements and were aware of their 
rights. Some work had already been carried out at the 
unit to bedrooms, shower and toilet facilities. 

“However, one patient told us that there was ‘orange 
water’ coming out of taps in the bedrooms, they thought 
it was due to rusty pipes. We also observed this problem 
and some other issues relating to the patient environ¬ 
ment.” 

The report authors noted that: “The premises and 
grounds are safe and secure but the privacy of some bed¬ 
rooms is compromised. Work to improve the therapeutic 
environment of the ward, and some maintenance work, 
has not been adequate or timely. The water supply to bed¬ 
rooms is coloured due to staining. The female area of the 
ward is not fully segregated from male area of the ward. 

“Overall, we found that improvements were needed for 
this essential standard.” 

Other comments include the fact that individual prefer¬ 
ences and choices are not clearly recorded and that pa¬ 
tients are not always given the most up to date 

Information booklets and information is not promi¬ 
nently displayed on the ward.

able to address what they are saying. 

“It also seems bang out of order that the application has 
gone through the democratic process and then to appeal. 
If we weren’t happy, as residents, with an application we 
would have no right of appeal. You might just as well not 
have local planning committee and let applications be de¬ 
cided by someone in an office miles away who has no 
idea what the local area is like.” 

He is now appealing for those opposed to the develop¬ 
ment to write to the planning inspector, before the end of 
the month, and explain why the development would ruin 
a quiet residential area. 

“To have ten detac hed houses there will look out of 
place. That’s also ten more drives and possibly 20 more 
cars...it will set a terrible precedent for Dorchester, and 
elsewhere, if this is to go ahead.” 

The Came View Road residents have backed the West 
Dorset decision to refuse the application - based on the 


overdevelopment of the site, a loss of significant trees, 
loss of privacy for neighbours and that the development 
is out of character with the area. 

There are also concerns that it may affect ancient sites 
under the ground - Conquer Barrow and the neolothic 
Mount Pleasant Henge, an ancient stone circle. 

Some residents are also concerned about the increase 
in traffic which will cross a major cycle route which has 
just been upgraded with European funding. 

“Came View Road is a superb example of 1950’s resi¬ 
dential suburbia, and should be protected from a hotch 
potch of cramped modern developments. As residents of 
this estate we value our environment. We like our street 
as it is. We think it is a great place to raise our families, 
and we would like to preserve this environment for future 
generations,” said resident Liz.

A wassailing we will go! 


EVIL spirits were 
warned away from 
Dorchester’s Commu¬ 
nity Orchard in a tradi¬ 
tional wassailing at the 
weekend. 

About 20 people 
turned out, despite the 
freezing weather, to 
sing around the trees 
and toast them with 
cider and cake. 

And as tradition has it 
a young boy, in the 
shape of Douglas 
Wolff, aged five, 
climbed one of the 
trees and shook the 
branches. 

A similar ceremony 
was later held at the 
town’s other orchard in 
Poundbury. 

The Community Or¬ 
chard, near Culliford 
road bridge, has now 
held a wassail for three 
years - and remains the 
only community or¬ 
chard on railway land 
in the country. 

Transition Town 
Dorchester secretary 
Jenny Shackleford said 
the orchard site was 
taken over from Net¬ 
work Rail in October 
2010 - with volunteers 
hacking their way 
through what was then 
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an overgrown wilder¬ 
ness to reveal what 
once had been rail cot¬ 
tage allotments. 

Since then the site has 
been cleared, existing 
trees revealed and more 
planted, with the area 
being cultivated on or¬ 
ganic permaculture 
principles. 

“We usually try to 
have a couple of work¬ 
days each month with 
anything up to ten peo¬ 
ple coming along. Peo¬ 
ple can do as much or 
as little as they want 
but it’s important to get 
as many people in¬ 
volved as possible,” 
said Jenny. 

Youngsters from 
nearby St Osmund’s 
Middle School have 
also been carrying out 
work at the site as part 
of the Eco Schools ini¬ 
tiative and a Kingston 
Maurward student has 
installed a rainwater 
harvesting system to 
help with watering in 
dry times. 

The site now has 
more than 25 trees with 


a variety of species, some of 
them donated by Waitrose, 
with others being given by 
people in memory of loved 
ones who have died. The site 
boasts not only apples but 
greengages, plums and crab 
apples as well. There is a 
plan to plant vines along the 
south facing side of the site 
which will also provide a 
screen to the railway.

A HAIL STORM and heavy rain once 
again left the Dorchester area underwater 
on Saturday. 

In a repeat of previous floods drivers 
abandoned common sense and ended up 
having to be rescued when their vehicles 
stalled. 

The West Stafford bypass was again 
the scene of problems with one car still 
stuck in more than a foot of water 24 
hours later. Fire crews had rescued the 
occupants the day before. In the 10 min¬ 
utes View from Dorchester took to take 
a photograph of the scene four cars ig¬ 
nored police “road closed” signs, drove 
to the edge of the flood, and then had to 
turn back. 

By the side of the road was a “grave¬ 
yard” of number plates and car parts 
which had been washed off vehicles as 
they attempted to plough on through the 
floods. 

Residents in Broadmayne, Winter- 
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bourne Abbas and Martinstown all 
rushed to their stocks of sandbags as 
water poured off sodden fields and 
threatened their homes. 

The main road between Owermoigne 
and Wool was closed by flooding on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon and the Dorchester by¬ 
pass was closed from the Stinsford 
roundabout for an hour. 

“We would like to remind the public 
not to drive through any standing water 
as you can never be sure how deep it is. 

“We would also ask drivers not to drive 
around road closed signs,” said a Dorset 
Fire and Rescue spokeman. 

Throughout the district fields alongside 
rivers and those in low-lying spots re¬ 
main flooded.

Again 
this was massively voted down although they said they 
would allow the "Executive"to debate it at a later date. This 
was a full council meeting and that is where decisions 
should be made. The sooner the "Executive" is scrapped the 
better! 

Has WDDC learnt no lessons from the KMPG recommen¬ 
dations of Charles Street, where they stated that the coun¬ 
cil should be more "proactive" with the general public? 
Obviously not! 

Once again local democracy has been undermined and 
you the general public have the solution. When the next 
election comes around make sure you use your vote, every 
one counts.

THOMAS Hardy’s Dorchester home, Max 
Gate, is to be altered, allowing more rooms 
to be open to the public. 

The National Trust, which owns the 
building, want to move staff and volunteer 
accommodation from the ground to the sec¬ 
ond floor, allowing visitors access to 
Hardy’s first study and his kitchen. 

The author, who initially trained as an ar¬ 
chitect, designed the home himself in 1885 
and had it built by his father and brother. 

After the success of Jude the Obscure he 
extended his home and remained there until 
his death in 1928. His second wife, Flo¬ 
rence, inherited the house and when she 
died, Max Gate was bought by Hardy’s sis¬ 
ter - Kate - who in turn left it to the Na¬ 
tional Trust.

The Grade 1 listed building saw a host of 
celebrity visitors over the years including 
the then Prince of Wales (later Edward 
VIII), W B Yeats, Rudyard Kipling, 
Siegfried Sassoon, H G Wells and Virginia 
Woolf. 

Built in red brick in Queen Anne style the 
house comes with 1.5 acres of grounds 
with its own pet cemetery, stable and coach 
house. It was built on the site of a former 
tollhouse and cottage and underneath it lies 
the remains of a Neolithic stone circle and 
a Romano-British cemetery.

Water company joins Greens in a warning over fracking 


GREEN Party members in 
Dorset have warned about the 
danger of high pressure oil ex¬ 
traction in the county. 

Their warning comes after 
the Government gave the go- 
ahead to the controversial 
fracking technique which was 
halted after minor earth 
tremors near a fracking site in 
the north. 

The Green Party has warned 


that fracking in Dorset could 
contaminate water supplies. 
Shales along the coast are seen 
as potential targets for oil com¬ 
panies who may want to use 
the technique. 

A spokesperson from the 
West and South Dorset Green 
Party said: "Oil is already 
pumped up in the Wytch Farm 
/ Kimmeridge Bay area of 
Purbeck and there are a num¬ 


ber of existing exploration and 
production licences in this 
area. 

"As these do not specify the 
method of extraction, fracking 
could be used. 

"The Green Party rejects the 
idea that the UK should extend 
its reliance on fossil fuels. In¬ 
stead of this dubious fracking 
option, the energy companies 


should invest in renewable op¬ 
tions.” 

The Green Party concerns are 
shared by Wessex Water which 
has said it would be opposed to 
any method where water qual¬ 
ity would be compromised. 
The area gets around 75 per 
cent of its supplies from 
groundwater. 

"In the case of fracking, we 
would look to the Environment 


Agency, in liaison with the 
planning authorities to ensure 
the protection of aquifiers. 

“The planning authorities 
consult us on any applications 
which may affect our opera¬ 
tions and we would object to 
any proposals for fracking 
which we believed posed a 
threat to our water supply 
sources," said a company 
spokesman.

Simkin: One of the worst; if not the worst 


Dorchester Town 0 
Bromley 4 

Blue square south 
Attendance: 323 

DORCHESTER Town manager 
Phil Simkin summed up his 
sides dismal midweek defeat 
against Bromley in one sen¬ 
tence. 

"In 43 years in the game, or 
certainly since I've been man¬ 
aging, that was one of the 
worst, if not the worst, display 
I've overseen at any level of 
football." 

He added: "That was 
abysmal, absolutely abysmal. 
There was absolutely nothing 
to take from it; I can't think of 
anything." 

With rain sweeping over the 
Avenue Stadium for the 
whole of the match, the Mag¬ 
pies failed to adapt to the 
conditions and were swept 
aside by an average Bromley 
side that benefited from two 
controversial refereeing deci¬ 
sions that ended any possible 
Dorchester recovery on the 
hour. 

Trailing by a single goal, the 
Magpies substituted Neil Mar¬ 
tin for Jake Smeeton at the in¬ 


terval, but Tony Finn contin¬ 
ued to cause problems down 
the visiting right wing. 

When he was set free for the 
third time in quick succession, 
Smeeton's clumsy tackle 
felled him 20 yards from goal 
and referee John Busby im¬ 
mediately issued a red card, 
although the decision looked 
debatable with both Charlie 
Clough and Nathan Walker 
moving across to cover, albeit 
level with the incident. 

Keeper Jason Matthews 
failed to hold Finn's resulting 
free kick; the ball rebounding 
off his chest and defender 
Moses Swaibu netted the re¬ 
bound at the far post. 

Two minutes later Busby ad¬ 
judged that skipper Mark 
Jermyn had fouled Louie 
Theophanous as they chal¬ 
lenged for a right wing cross 
inside the penalty area. 

Although it was difficult to 
see, again the decision 
seemed dubious as the ball 
went in the direction that 
Jermyn was facing suggesting 
he had played the ball first. 

Matthews saved Theopa- 
hous' poor spot-kick with his 
feet, but Elliott Buchanan was 


first to react to sidefoot home 
for an unassailable 3-0 lead. 

Although it took 87 minutes 
for Dorchester to get a shot 
on target, the game had been 
fairly even until then. 

Martin had fired over the 
top from Jamie Gleeson's cut 
back on 13 minutes before 
Danny Waldren turned to fire 
in an angled shot that saw 
Matthews diving down at the 
far post to gather. 

However, Bromley took the 
lead on 19 minutes when 
Theophanous was allowed to 
control a kick out from his 
keeper Joe Welsh and turn 
before lashing a 35-yard low 
shot beyond Matthews into 
the far corner of the net. 

Ashley Nicholls then set up 
Richard Logan on the half 
hour but his 25-yard drive was 
just wide of the right upright. 

The wet conditions made 
control difficult and when 
Jermyn misjudged a bounc¬ 
ing ball that skidded off the 
turf and Pierre Joseph-Dubois 
fired in a 30-yard low shot 
that flew just wide. 

The last goalmouth action 
of the first-half saw Watson 
play Sam Malsom in down the 


right, but his low cross 
evaded everybody. 

Jermyn almost levelled early 
into the second half when his 
cross cum shot just missed 
the far post, before Busby's 
decisions changed the out¬ 
come. 

punch drunk 

Three goals down, punch 
drunk Dorchester could have 
gone further behind when 
Walker left a through ball al¬ 
lowing Theophanous in on 
goal, but he shot wide, before 
Finn's effort beat Matthews 
but was headed off the line by 
Jermyn. 

Matthews then produced a 
superb save; tipping sub 
Aaron Rhule's shot destined 
for the top corner, over the 
bar. 

So out of sorts were Dorch¬ 
ester that Theophanous was 
allowed to wander in from the 
right byeline before firing a 
shot through a crowd of play¬ 
ers and just inside the far post. 

Dorchester did eventually 
get a shot on target with 
three minutes left, but Mal- 
som's weak 25-yarder was di¬ 
rected straight at Welsh. 

The defeat followed two 


home draws where the Mag¬ 
pies dropped four points to 
two added time goals and 
Simkin was hoping that his 
charges would get back on 
track, but he was disap¬ 
pointed. 

"We didn't fancy the condi¬ 
tions. It didn't suit the way we 
play but we knew that was 
going to happen. 

"We haven't got the type of 
player to deal with that sur¬ 
face, that's the trouble. 

"They dealt with the 
weather better than we did, 
and it was a very, very poor 
display. 

"We are going to have to 
come to terms with these 
pitches because we're stuck 
with them for the rest of the 
season." 

Despite berating his players, 
Simkin did not agree with ei¬ 
ther the sending off ot the 
penalty decision. 

"I think he made two poor 
decisions, to be honest," he 
added. "Once we were down 
to ten men that was it really. 

"Once you're a man down at 
this level its game over. 

"They weren't a great side 
which makes it worse really."

Shrinking squad will put pressure on Simkin 


SHAUN Hearn's declaration that his club are "mas¬ 
sively over budget" suggests that Dorchester Town 
manager Phil Simkin has a challenge ahead of him 
with more than half of the Blue Square South league 
games left to play this season. 

Despite Richard Logan having left the club last 
week, Simkin must still lookto lose a number of play¬ 
ers to balance the budget, which may mean his re¬ 
maining players unable to be rested as often causing 
burnout. 

The Magpies involvement in the FA trophies and a 
number of postponements due to the weather has 
meant that Dorchester face playing twice a week in 
ten of the remaining 15 weeks of the season. 

This will put a huge strain on playing resources par¬ 
ticularly when considering that players will pick up 
injuries, be they minor, which will reduce Simkins op¬ 
tions further. 

Despite the club earning in the region of £140,000 
from their FA Cup and FA Trophy run before Christ¬ 
mas, the chairman is insisting that Simkin cut the 
playing budget.

The manager told ViewSport: "The chairman has 
told me I have to cut the playing budget. The bottom 
line is I have to shed players and can't bring any in. 

"I don't know how I am going to do it and stay up, 
but I don't have any choice. 

"I have made a start but it is a difficult task with 
many on contracts. Reducing the number of players 
with still 25 games still left to play is only going to ex¬ 
acerbate the situation." 

On Logan's departure he said:"Richard is a lovely lad 
but sadly things haven't quite worked out how we 
had both hoped and we wish him well for the future." 

When asked why the players have failed to create 
the form leading up to and during their cup games 
with Luton Town, Simkin was at a loss to know. 

"I can't answer that to be honest. Our senior players 
are not playing well at the moment; for what reason 
I don't know. 


"Whether it's a big comedown from all the publicity 
and the hype I'm not sure. We do have some prob¬ 
lems in certain positions that we didn't have six 
weeks ago and I need to rectify that. 

"However the one thing I know it is; is the state of 
our pitch. I've tried to produce a team that passes the 
ball and entertain, but we are finding it very hard to 
adapt to the sort of pitches we are playing on now, 
but there is no excuse to that, we have to adapt to it." 

Referring back to Tuesday's home defeat by Brom¬ 
ley the Magpies boss said: "I'm not sure the game 
should have gone ahead because the rain had 
nowhere to go. On the far side of the pitch there were 
pools of water everywhere." 

More rain during the week saw their trip to East¬ 
bourne postponed on Saturday, and now with plum¬ 
meting temperatures, lastTuesday's home game with 
Dover Athletic could be in danger with -1 C forecast. 

This is followed by a trip to Weston-super-Mare on 
Saturday, and then two home games next week 
against Farnborough (Tuesday) and Saturday's visit 
of Havant & Waterlooville (26th).
